budgeting procedures and strengthen Congres­ 


sional control of expenditures, has passed its last 
Congressional hurdle.

All it needs now is President Eisenhower s 


signature to become law. 


Last spring, H R. 8002 was passed by the 
House of Representatives by a sizeable majority 


and then went to the Senate.

waning days of July, the Senate adopted an 


am ended version of H R 8002 by an overwhelm­ 


ing vote of 68 to 6 


Because of the Senate am endm ents, H R. 


8002 had to be returned to the lower House for 


concurrence. 
The powerful House Rules Com­ 


mittee voted to accept the Senate version and

Report, which has led a long fight for this 
measure, calls it 
the

reform of the last decade. It has been estimated 
that $5 billion a year could be saved by placing 
the federal budget on an annual accrued basis. 
Senator J. Glenn Beall and Rep Dewitt S. 
Hyde, both of whom are seeking re-election this 
year, supported 
H R. 
8002 
and 
deserve the 
thanks of the public for that action.

Conflict p f Interest 


In the Executive branch of the government more 
and more men of competence who have had experience 
in administration either in private enterprise or in 
large public institutions are employed. 
It is ah o 
preterable that the public elect to Congress men or 
women 
who represent 
the 
particular 
groups 
and 
working habits of their communities, 
because the 
Congress should be representative of all sections and 
all elements in the American population, not only 
lawyers and professional politicians. But the problem 
always arises whether such men. 
in dealing with 
broad, general matters, do not find a conflict of 
interest. 
When there is a conflict of interest, us it 
resolved in favor of the In n e d States or in favor of 
the private affairs of the individual ‘ 


For instance, in one of the recent lax debates. 
Senator Thruvton B. Morton of Kentucky at one 
stage took a position which he did not pursue to 
the point of a vote. Whether he was right or wrong 
is not germ ane to this discussion, but it seems to 
me that the Senator might have advertised his 
expertness by explaining that he had for years 
been a director of Brown-Form an. a whisky distil­ 
lery in Kentucky, and that his brother had also 
been a director of this company. 
He could also 
have said that m any member* of his family are 
associated with it. 


Why should he not have said that not only is the 
State of Kentucky the heart of this industry but 
I 
am an authority on this subject because I have been 
associated with it. understand its nature and have 
had or have now or my family has now or has had. 
whichever may be true, a financial interest in it. 
I 
know not by hearsay but by experience what I am 
talking about." 
Apparently politicians do not talk 
that way. 
Charles Wilson, when he went in as Secretary of 
Defense, had to sell his General Motors stock, but 
under our system of government, a member of ( on- 
cress is really a private citizen who may continue 
whatever private business he is in after he has joined 
the Congress. 
If a member of Congress is also a 
member of a law firm and that law firm represents 
interests that are affected by hills that come before 
Congress should he disqualify himself on the grounds 
of bias, or should he fight for the hill because that 
represents the best interests of his community 
Government is a special kind of activity and in 
all countries it makes men feel more important than 
they really are.

Of course, some Senators are great and noble 
men but it is not because they are Senators. 
The 
sam e applies to other government officials. 
Curiously, when government officials move into 
or move back into private business, they only too often 
bring with them some of the characteristics of every 
bureaucracy. One of them is empire building which 
in simple language means attempting to create a 
r » a lm within the organization that will be sufficiently 
large and effective to make any job. however second­ 
ary seem to be the whole works. In government this 
seems to be acceptable; in private enterprise, it clogs 


the works. 


In private business, it is the balance sheet that 
count*, not medals, degrees, honors. 
In govern­ 
ment, 
rank 
i* 
im portant; 
when 
rank 
become* 
oppressive in private business, initiative in inven­ 
tiveness disappear. A m in said. “ I did this great 
deed with my own little pinky.” 
But what about 
the balance sheet? 


I recall years ago. being told by the manufacturer 
of powdered coffee how his product was temporarily 
ruined by an expert chemist making an enormous 
saving in his process, but all the coffee tasted bitter 
and the good-will of the brand nam e was damaged. 
Had it succeeded, the expert would have said. "What 
a great man am I!” Unfortunately, it was a flop, but 
I am sure that the expert is still an e x p e rt., 
Business requires a practicality which government 
institutions prefer not to have, although General Jam es 
M. Gavin in his rem arkable book. "W ar and Peace in 
the Space Age," indicates that this lack of practicality 
in government us very damaging.
